the better Secretion of the various Juices, fe-

HITHERTO we haife confidcred tkc 
. Fafting-Saliva alone, and as it is ap- 
•plied to the external Parts "bf the Body : I 
am come now to fpeak of its lalutaiy EfFcflSf, 
'when it is mixed, combined, and.ik£bciated 
with the fine Fluid fecreted from the Glancte 
of the Oefophagiis^ or Gula, in its Defcent 
into the Stomach 5 when it is combined 
^ith the ftomachic Juices fecreted from the 
viHous Coat of that iosj^rtanl Organ ; and

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the Improvements it acquires, as a 
vent, after it is got out of the St^ mach in^o 
the Inteftines, and there thoroughly mixed 
with the Bile and pancreatic Juices. 

A N D it plainly appear^;, from the Obfer- 
vations we have made in the firft Section, 
that the Bread is little or nothing concerned 
in producmg thefe good Effe^ls, we fo fen- 
fibly perceive to enfue, upon eating a Cruft 
of Bread in a Morning faftiag ; nor can the 
Virtues that follow, upon eating that Con-

Eating : Thefe are ftill preferable to Bread, 
as they are ftill harder than a Cruft, and 
more deftitute of all foreign Mixtures, as 
they are free from both Leaven and Yeaft 5 
but, as thefe fometimes may be difficult to 
be had, fo I judge a Piece of Bread, in the 
general, the befi Vehicle we can fubftitutc, 
in order to convey the Fafting-Saliva into 
the Stomach, And hence it clearly appears, 
that the Virtue and Efficacy, that rcfults from 
eating a Cruft of Bread, does not fo proper- 
ly arife from the Bread itfelf, as the chewing 
and mixing it with the Faftirig-Spittle ; and 
therefore, to improve this fine, liquid, vo* 
Utile Soap, and exalt its Virtues, I advife 
you, having eat nothing Over-night for Sup- 
per, about Five of the Clock in the Morn- 
ing, to eat one Ounce, or an Ounce and an 
Half, of either Wheat or Rye Bread, which. 
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in chewing will take up full Half an Ounce 
of the Fafting-Saliva, to reduce it into a pro- 
per, foft, pulpous Subflancc, and which, 
when well chewed and moiftcned, will be ea- 
fily fwallowed ; and, when you have got it 
down into the Stomach, then leave the reft 
to Nature, and, if you can, go to fleep. 
And it is advifeable that you eat nothing for 
tivo or three Hours after; which leads me to 
fpeak a few Things of the Confequences of its 
being got into the Stomach, and of its Mix- 
ture with divers of the fecreted Juices, in the 
Stomach and Intefline^. 

Now this Coupfe, if fteadily purfued for 
a Month or Six Weeks, will prove of great 
iifficacy in divers Difeafes, that have Ob-

BUT, after this fine, thin, faponaceous 
Fluid, we call the Saliva or Spittle, has 
left the Mouth, and before it gets down in- 
to the Stomach, it receives confiderable Im- 
provements from a fine, thin, attenuated, vo- 
latile Fluid, fecreted from a Number of 
Glands fituated in the Head of the Gula, 
which flill renders it more penetrant and 
abflerfive : It ftill acquires more Force and

Energy from its Mixture with the Stomach 
Juices^ difcharged from the various Glands^ 
whofe Orifices form the velvet Coat of this 
important Organ : Thefe fupply the Sto- 
mach with a fine, thin, clear, ipumous Fluids 
that tafies a little falme and acid, but is very 
a<5live and volatile in its Properties* 

This is ordained by Nature to pene- 
trate the Foods,* break their Cohefions, and 
help forward their Digeftion for the Nou- 
rilhment oi the Body : And here a very feir 
Opportunity offers itfelf for me to ipeak of 
the Principles of Digeftion, and to difcover 
how thefe important Changes are brought 
about, that convert our Aliments into Nou- 
riihmeiit j but this would be foreign to my 
Intention, and be a Means of rendering the 
Difcourfe tedious, as my avowed Defign is 
Brevity, and only to take a View of the fe- 
creted Fluids, as far as, in their Courfe, 
they join with the Fafting-Saliva, in order 
to exalt it into a fine faponaceous Liquor,

T H u s it appears how much the Fafting- 
Saliva is improved in its Nature, Properties, 
and Adion, from the lubricating Lymph 
of the Gula, the ftomachic Juices, and the » 
chylous Fluid, all continually digefting in 
the Stomach ; continually fecreting from their 
refpeiftive Glands, and continually flowing 
over the Pilorus into the Dftodenum, where 
they mix and unite with ihe bilious and pan- 
creatic Juices, which greatly improve this 
noble, a6live Medicine, and, by their Tu- 
mults, Gonflids, and Conquaflations, ren- 
der it the moft penetrant, abfterfive, and 
diflblving Medicine we know of in Na-^ 
ture. 

And, becaufe I have mentioned the bi- 
Tious Juice as an Ingredient in this fine, vo- 
latile, diffolvent Medicine, you will permit 

me here a little -to examine into the Na- 
ture^ 
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turc. Properties, and Secretion of the Bile, . 
becaufe it is a Liquor, that will be found tQ 
have very confiderablc EfFefts and Confe- 
quences in the v^ripu$ Org^uis of tUe ammal 
OEcpnomy, 

The Liver $ the Organ ordained by Na- 
ture for the Separation, Secretion, and ulti- 
mate Perfe<ftion of the bilious Humour j and 
I ihould immediately proceed to examine 
the Principles and Mechanifhi of this im- 
portant Organ, but that Malpighius, that ac*- 
curate Anatomift, and our learned Conxk^ 
tryman Dr. Glijhn, have fo fully exhaufiod 
this Subjeft^ that they have left but little, 
that is new, to be faid by them that come 
after them : And, as I am only to obfervc 
the Nature of Secretion, the Principles of 
the Bile, and the Ufes and Pm'pofes for which 
it is ordained to ferve in Life j fo, I judge, 
that the Courfe of the VeflTels, their various 
Ramifications, and their Aptnefs for the Se* 
cretion of this Humour, will furnifh out 

every 
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every Thing neceffary to be known Upon 
this Subje6l. 

HoVever, I think proper here to ob« 
ferve^ that the Modus of Secretion of th# 
Bile in the Liver, is different from the Hu- 
ihours fccreted in all other Pans of the Body ; 
for, in all other Parts, the Secretions arc 
ufually made from an Artery, but in the 
Liver Nature has inverted that Order, and 
makes ufe of a Vein : And therefore the 
Vena Porta is appointed for this important 
Office. This Vein receives the Blood from 
the Spleen, from the mefenteric Arteries, 
and from almoll all the Organs iituated in 
the lower Belly. This fanguineous Fluid 
moving much flower in the Vena Porta, than 
it would have done in an Artery of the fame 
Strufture and Mechanifm, is the fole Caufe 
why the bilious Salts are fo readily difpofed 
to attraft each other, and form a Fluid with 
that Vifcidity neceflary to give Confiftence 
to the Bile i and for this End and Purpofc 

the 
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the Vena Porta and biliary VeflHs arc inclo^ 
fed in one common SheaA or Capfulc 5 they 
enter the Liver on the concave Side, and are 
equally diftributed through all its Subftance j 
fo that^ wherever: there is a Branch of the one, 
there, upon good Infpe6Hon, you will bcf 
fure to difcover a Branch of the odier : And 
therefore each Lobe, and each Gland of 
. that Lobe, whether on the convex pr ccm- 
cave Side, receives the lame Veffcls, viz. A 
Vein, Nerve, and Artery, called Arteria 
Hepatica, to convey the Nouriihment for the 
Ufe of the Liven 

The Porta receives the Blood from the 
neighbouring Parts, which is very fharp, 
by Reafon of the clofe Union of the bilious 
Salts ; for the Lymph that kept them afim- 
der IS feparated from the Blood by the Glands 
of the Stomach, Inteftines, Pancreas, and 
Mefentery ; and therefore, if this fharp, 
deterfive, faline Bile, did continue to circu- 
late with the Blood, it ngiuft frequently oc- 

cafipn 
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Cafidri vehement Fevers, colliquative Fluxes, 
Heart-Burnings, and fevere Cholic Pains ; 
but thefe miferable Effefts are often prevent- 
ed by a foft oleous Fluid, that tempers thefe 
Iharp, keen Salts, and blunts their aerimo- 
ilious Effects, both upon the Iilteftines and 
parts adjoining. 

In the Secretion of the BiI6, we are to 
tfbferve, that the Vena Porta hepatica ter- 
jhinates in little fmall glandular FolUculi, 
ftat fecrete the Bile from the iBloodj from 
thefe fmall Glands the bilious Humour is 
received into the Extremities of the Pori 
biliarii, as they inofculate with the E^trc- 
Hiities of the Vena Porta, and ^hicfe^ by 
fhdr Unions, form one Trunk, called the 
Du£his Hepaticus : This Trunk ebpties Part 
tff the Gall into the Gall-Bladder : From the 
Gall -Bladder arifes the Ductus Cyfticus, 
whieh, uniting with the DinShis Hepaticus, 
form one common Trunk, called the Duc- 
t(js communis Cholidocusi that conveys the 

Gall 
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Gall into the Duodenum, near its Curvature^ 
that forms the Beginning of the Jejunum; 
fo that only Part of the Gall flows into the 
Vefica fellea, by the Cy flick DuA, while 
the other Part is conveyed into the Inteflines 
by the DuAus communis Cholidocus, that 
opens into that Organ by an oblique In- 
fertion. 

The Bile feems to be a grofs, thick, vif- 
cid, oleous Phlegm, well inipregnated with 
Salts of various Kinds, as fw^t, bitter, a« 
cerb, muriatic, and bitter-fweet ; all which 
are blended and intimately mixed in a fmall 
Quantity of vifcid Phlegm: In this Fluids 
more than any other of the Body, the Oil 
and Salts greatly predominate ; for an Ounce 
of black Gall contained in the Firnd of the 
Vefica fclIea yields Oil and Salts, of each three 
Drachms, of Phlegm only two Drachms^ /

Of foTM Other fovereign Properties of the Bile • 
as it both promotes the Digejiion of our Ali- 
ments y qffifts the Circulation of the Bloody and 
helps forward the glandular Secretion in every 
Tart of th^ Body. 

BU T I hare not yet done with the Bile ; 
for it is a fecreted Humour, of that vaft 
Service and Ufe in the Animal-Oecononiy» 
that I very much qudlion whether cither 
Health could fubiift, or Life itfelf be con-* 
tinued, without its AiEftance ; for this Bile, 
I am fpeaking of, is a Secretion fo \miver- 
fal, that I do not know one finglc Species 
of Animals deftitute of this noble Secretion ; 
for Man, Beail, Reptiles, and the various 
Qaffcs of the Fiih Kind, all have Bite 5 and, 

in 
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in all thefe dUferent Subjefts, it is the bitter* 
eft Humour in the whole Body ; which is a 
firong Argument with me of the Neceffity 
of bitter Medicines in divers Cafes of Difea* 
fes, efpecially when they are properly ap- 
plied. 

Now the Bile is fo copious a SubjeA, and 
affords fo many Experiments to enlarge up- 
on, that I could write a very large Volume 
on the Principles, Nature, and- Virtues of 
the Bile alone, without exhaufting the Sub- 
jeft: And we find by Experience, that all 
People of a hot, choleric, dry ConiHtution» 
are inordinately fubjeft to be hot, furious, 
and pafiionate, in proportion ^s they gene- 
rate a greater or leffer Quantity of Bile : How- 
ever, I will not fay, that any one of the fe- 
creted Liquors or Recrements is the fole 
Caufe of Life and Health ; yet this I will 
aver, and am able to demonftrate, that nei- 
ther Health nor Life can long fubfift, where 

the Recrements of the Saliva and Bile are for

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any ecmftclerable Time obAra^tied : And it Is 
thft Ol^ervation of al! Naturalifis, that the 
Bile greatly differs in its owii Nature ; for, in 
the larger Ania^als, it is lefs acrid and iharp^ 
itfian in thofe that are little ; in Beafis thaa 
Birds; and in Birds than Fiihes; and in 
fiihes, than the various IVibes of Infed^s: 
However, in Man we difcover the moft 
tinging bitter Bile, diat is in any Animal 
vhalfoever $ for it is fb intenfely bitter in this 
Animal^ that one Drop will communicate a 
Ittttcriih Twang to two Ounces of Watery 
and the fame Quantity will tinge Haifa Pint 
oi the fame Fluid with a fine, beautiful, pa- 

liih Green.

EtTT, to be a Kttle more explicit and par- 
ticuto upon this Subjcft, as it is a jPomt 
of fijch Importance to the Health and lives 
of Animals : I lay it down as a Principle,, 
not to be contefled, that Life itfejf de|jend» 
upon a regular and uninterrupted Qrcula?^ 
lioo of die Blood and Fluids through the fe-

conftant and ef lu^l Motkm of the Blood ik 
JDcpt up by the QK^iilfttion of the Biie^ duk 
eveiyo'Wliere deftrdys die tenadoui, thick^' 
vifcid Particles df Phlegih, that render ifae 
£bod ropy, iisffiixA, and apt to fur up tbe 
minuteft Arteries 

Tris bilious Hucaouf, from its indding^ 
penetrant, and diflblving Qialities^ not onfcf 
aififts the Circulation, but aUb is greatly con** 
cemed in promoting the Separation of the 
Chyle from the Fsec^, oi!r Matter of eur 
Stools, affifis its Paflage into the Ladleals^ 
and then cuts, divides, and corre^ tht 
thick, vifcid Slime, diat often adheres to 
the Coats of the Stomach and Intefiines) 
blocks up their Secretions, and k a frequent 
tiaufe of very fevere Cholic Pains. 

But, amongft all the Salts of the Bile» 
which are both volatile and fixed, there it 
a peculiar effmtisil tBalt, endued with a very 

fvreet 
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iwtct Property: Thefc dTential lacchariflc 
Salts more readily join with the Chyle, in the 
inteflines, than any other; and this is that 
'^Salt, that gives to the Chyle both its Sweet- 
nefs of Tafle, and that Whitenefs it obtairis 
after it haspaffed tLe Venae lA6te« Primi 
Generis : This faccharine Salt alfo gires to 
the Urine of thofe that labour under the Di* 
abctes, that iweet Tafte we often difcover 
in thofe that, for any confiderablc Tim^ 
have been fubje<St to this Difeafe. * 

; I F we proceed farther in our Enquiries, 
we Ihall difcover* by Experiments, that the 
Bile of Animals abfterges like Soap, and ren- 
ders Oils mifcible with Water : As to its Vir- 
tues, it penetrates, attenuates, and refolves 
all ObfiruiStions in every Part of the Body, 
and affeas R'ofms, Gums, and other tenacioi^s. 
Bodies, by a Diffolution of their Texture ; 
whereby they are brought to mix with any 
Fluid they are applied to.: This Bile or GaU 
is neither alcalious or. acid, but feems a Com-^^ . 
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blhatidn of various Salts, Oils, arid Sulphurs, 
diluted in a pretty large Quantity of Phlegm 5 
there is no Queftion to be made, but that the 
principal Ufe of the Bile is to feparate^ atte- 
nuate, and Iheathe the Alperities of the Chyle 
by its Oils and Sulphurs • to blunt the Acids 
by its oleous Corpufcles ; and to aflift the 
Circulation of the Blood, in the Veins and 
Arteries, by its ftimulating Powers : It alfo 
proves a Stimulus to the Inteftincs, and there-* 
by facilitates the Defcent of our Excrements, 
and without which we Ihould be perpetually 
coiJive, and feldom go to StooU 

As the Bile is the hbtteft and fliarpeft of 
all Humours in the Body ; fo, in its Cir- 
culation, it every-where irritates the Fibres 
of the Veins, Nerves^ and Arteries ; and 
thereby keeps up the Circulation of the 
Blood, and frees the Glands from Obftruc- 
tions 5 fo that without the Circulation of 
the Bile, and conftant Secretion of this bi- 
lious Humour, the Circulation of the Blood 
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would be languid, the Secretion of the fe- 
veral Humpurs ftand ftill, and Life itfelf be 
extinA 5 for there is no other Power, ,that 
we know of, in Nature, capable of keeping 
up the Blood's Motion, fave the Bile : And 
therefore, in the Bloody thefe bilious Salts 
are fet at fuch a Diflahce from each other, 
as only to irritate the Veins and Arteries to 
a Degree, as- may keep the Blood in Motion, 
and help forward the Secretion of the feve- 
xal refpe^ire Humours to their defiined Ends 
and Purpofes of Life ; but, as the Stomach 
and InteAlnes are compofcd of more folid 
Coats, fo, to make any fuitable Impreffions 
upon their vifcid, flimy Secretions, there 
was a Neceffity for a more aftive, volatile, 
inciding Humour : And therefore, as the 
Bile came to be fecreted in the Vena Porta 
of the Liver, it was deprived of its Fluidity, 
that a greater Quantity of its various Salts 
might be concentrated in a fmaller Portion 
of Phlegm ^ for by this Means its Salts arc 
fo nearly colleded, that they form a thick, 

vifcid. 
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vifcid, falmc, bitter Humour, whofe Office 
is to iHmulatc the Inteftincs, l^eep up their 
periflattic Motions, and help forwards the 
Defccnt of the Excremeiats, and without 
which they would be ^ to fiagnate in the 
Inteftines^ and create obilinate Coftiveneft 
at^' fevere cholic Plins ; fo that the bilious 
Salfs ictvt fevcral 1S^d& tod Purpofed in Life i 
for, as they exift in the Blood, fo they affift 
the Circulation i as they are feoreted in the 
Liver, and flow into the Inteftines, the more 
fine Rirts help forwards the Separation of 
the Chyle, and its Secretion info the Lac-* 
teals, while a grofler Portion of the bilious 
Salts mix* with the Excrements, and facili- 
tate their Defcent ; and without which the 
Animal itfelf neither could well fubfift under 
a found State of Health, or Continue in Life 
for any confiderable Time. 

After fo much laid concerning our 
Enquiries into the Nature, Principle, and 
Seofetion of the Bile, I fhall only obfcrvc, 
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on the Fluid fccretcd from the Pancreas, 
th^t it is a ^ fine, thin, lymphatic Liquor, 
whofe Office^ when mixed and incorporated 
with the Saliva, ftomachic Juices, and Bijc, 
is to dilute and attenuate the Chyle, and fiir 
cilitate its Motion into the lafteal Veflels; 
which leads me to treat of the Efficacy of the 
3allva, when duly mixed, properly incor* 
porated, and perfe^Iy united with the forc-r 
going Liquors, w:hercby they arrive at the 
higheft Perfection their feveral Natures are 
capable of ; and of whofe Effects and Confer 
guences, in divers Difeafes, we ihall tre^t 
j0 the following Se(5Uo^. 
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SECT. yii. 

Of the operation of th^ FASTING-SAL1VA^ 
when inwardly taken, and mixed with the 
PANCREATIC and BILIOUS Juices, m 
the Scurvy, Gravel, Rheumatism> 
and divers other Difeafes, incident to ohJhruSl 
the Blood and vitiate the Secretions in the iii- 
temal Habit • 

WE have now feen (in the fourth Sec* 
tion) what this Fafting-Spittle will 
do alone, and when outwardly applied, in 
divers external Difeafes : I come now to 
fpeak of its EfFe<ft5 ahd Virtues, after it is 
niixed with, divers; fecreted Liquors, in its 
Paffage from the Mouth, till it becomes » 
fecreted Liquor into the Mouth again. If 
tji.e Fafting-Spittle, after the Bread has been 
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well moiftened with it in the Mouth, is char- 
ged iitto the Stomach, it then, in its Paffiigc^ 
meets with the lubricating Lymph of the

ANi>, having brought the Fafting-Saliva,

teals. But, upon a more attentive View of 
Things, we (hall perceive, that the bilious

were this liquid, volatile, animal Soap, of a 
very aftive, cleanfihg, penetrant, and abfter- 
five Nature, by the Largenefs and Union of 
Salts of various Natures, as of bitter, fweet, 
fait, acrid, alcalious, and muriatic, all com- 
bined into one fubftantial FluW ; it will ne- 
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ccflarily happen, that fuch an uniform Li*^ 
quor will be able to diffolve all Manner of 
vifcous Humours, and fabulous Concretions, 
that fur up the Mouths of the Lafteals, ob* 
ftruift the Paffage of the Chyle, and difpofc 
all corrupt Humours to difcharge by Stool, 
tJrine, and infenfible Perfpiration,

This Fluid, the Saliva, by the Improve*^ 
jnents it receives, as above defcribed, being 
admitted with the Chyle into the Lafteals, 
attenuates, diffolves, and liquifies any Fur 
or Goagulum, that may flick or adhere to 
the Coats of the La<fteals, or obftru(5l in the 
Veffels of the Receptaculum ChUi, or Duc-

Time of the Day : Again, this noWe Fluid,

I Do not ptefume here to treat thcfe Sub- 
jects of Fafting and Abftinence as a Di- 
vine, who intends, by his Advice and Coun- 
fel, to mortify the Body or Soul, and better 
the Confcience ; but as a Phyfician, who is 
dcfirous to preferve the Strength, Health, 
and Motions of the Body of his Patient,

fteady, uniform, and regular. 

EvER^ one muft be fenfible, what great 
Things have been promifed from Quickfil- 
ver. Tar-water, Mrs. Stevens's Medicines, 
and divers other Quack Pills, Powders, "and 
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Elixirs, th the Gravel, Gout, Dropfy, and 
various other Difeafes : But I declare, that,, 
if the Advice I offer for the Benefit of Man- 
kind be but carefully obferved, and punc- 
tually put in Pra(5lice, many will not only 
receive great Relief, but an entire Exemp- . 
tion, from the moft obftinatc and ftubborn 
Difeafes. 

For we ought ever to confider, that 
Nature is always on the Side of Health, and 
continually firiving to reftorc the Confti- . 
tution, whenever borne down by the Force 
of a Difeafe ; fo that feldom can any Ob- 
ftr unions happen to the Body, but that Re- 
pletion, or gorging more than Nature can 
' digeft, is the Caufe ; and which, when of- 
ten repeated, brings on Indigeftions in the 
Stomach, Windinefs or Flatulencies in the 
Bowels and Inteftines ; a Corruption of Hu- . 
mours in the Blood, and various Obftruc- 
tioris in different Organs of the Habit : Thefe 
■ are the Parents of moft Difeafes^ tliat arc in- 
cident 
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cident to afFeft ns In Life j for what is the. 
Scurvy, but a thick, vifcid, ropy Blood, 
unable to pafs the fineft Strainers of the fe- 
veral Organs ?

The fame we may obferve o£ 
cholic Pains, the Afthma, and Dropfy ; their 
original Caufe undoubtedly arifes from In- 
digeftions ^ nor is the Generation of Gravel 
and Stone lefs owing to the fame Caufes - 
for, when our Foods efcape the Force of the 
Stomach, not thoroughly digefted, they ne- 
ver after can . receive the aflimilating Power, 
from any After-Impreffiohs the fubfequent 
Organs can hy upon them, but become the 
Caufe of various Obftru6lions in the fmali 
Organs of the Body : Hence arife Wind in 
the Stomach, Pains in the Inteftines, Rheu- 
matifms in the Limbs, and fcirrhous Tumors 
in the Liver, Spleen, and divers other Parts.

GiYB nxe Ixaveher^ to reeapiml^te; as 
briery ^s I c^n, the Virtues of one of the 
greateft ^iflolvent Mpdipipes in >3[ature, and 
at the f^me Time one o{ the fafe|l that ever 
was communicated to Mankind ^ a Remedy 
that, if fteadily pqrfued, wijl cure both the

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and Dropfy. Would you know this inva- 
''luable Secret ? ■ It is Abftinence.— — I fay 
Abftinencc; the moft efFe^hial Cure in all 
Difeafes : But by the Word Abftinence I 
do not mean a mere negative Remedy, as if 
Fafting was to do all the Work, by fufFering 
Nature, at her Leifure, to attenuate the Flu- 
ids, refolve the Obftruftions, and digeft off 
the obftrufting Matter : Nothing like it ;

vation, we may learn the great Benefit of 
frequent Fafting, not only to preferve the 
Body mider a found State of Health, but 
alfo how mightily ferviceable it is in reliev- 
ing divers Difeafes; and how efficacious it 
is in the Gravel, Stone, Rheumatifm, and di« 
vers other Difeafes, that have Obftruftions 
for their Parent. 

You fee now, that, after all, we difco- 
ver this to be no imaginary Medicine, form* 
ed upon the negative Principles of Fafting 
and Abftinencc, as if they were to do all the

Thing to be obfcrved is the Patient's Diet : 
And I chufe to begin with his Diet in the 
Morning, becaufe there are feveral nice Cir- 
cumftanccs, neceflary to be adjufted, in or- 
der to facilitate the Operation of this fove- 
reign Remedy, we. call the Fafting-Spittle. 
And therefpre I advife the Patient to eat hi%j 
Breakfaft about Ten of the Clock in the 
Morning.: And, under a Fit of the Graveh, 
I. would advife him to drink three or four 
Diihcs of a Tea, made either of Mallow^ 
Flawcrs„ ox; if the Seafon does not permii^ 

them 
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them to be had, let him ufe the Mallow-

Ipeak of Exercife, I always fuppofe the Pa- 
tient is entirely free from any Pains of the 
Gravel or Stone. 

After his Return, if he finds himfelf 
rcfrefhed, he may take a Walk in the Gar- 
den, or about the Houfe, or bufy himfelf, 
for the R emainder of the Tinie between that 
and Dinner, in his Study : But, above all 
Things, let him take Care he does not ha- 
bituate himfelf to drink-Wine, or any Thing 
that is ftrong, ii; the Morning, before Din- 
ner; 
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per; for many, by that Means, have de- 
ilroyed their Appetite, and for ever after 
fpoiled a good Digeftion 5 fo that whatever 
they have eat at Noon has turned to Wind 
and Crudities, and fubjefted them to feverc 
cjiolic Pains. 

When he fits down to his great Meal, or 
Dinner, I permit him to eat of every Thing, 
fo it be not too fait ; for Salts, of all Kinds, 
are undoubtedly Ingredients of both the

Between Dinner and Supper, I would 
j;iot advife him to touch any Thing, tmlefs 
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a PUb 0r two of Tea or Coi{cc» witHaSlicr 
of Bread and Butter $ for the great Point is 
ib to order the Air, Diet, and £xcrfcHc, as 
^o be able to bring all the Motions of the 
animal Organs to a due Temperature, and 
then we fhall greatly promote the Operatipn 
of this ialutary Remedy, and render its Vir- 
tues' highly efficadous. 

His Supper I would advife him to take 
about Six or Seven in the Evening, and by 
no Means later $ and, as Milk is phlegma* 
tic, fo, if he pleafes, he may take Half ^

Saliva, prefled or fcjueezed out from the 
Salival Glands into the Mouth, by the Pref- 
furc of the Jaws and Teeth, in eating an

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2ny Remedy, In future Times, ihaU be dif^ 
covered, that, \u its Virtues and Efficacy, 
comes up to this invalus^ble Medicine, I 
now offer for, the Benefit of Mai^dnd : And 
the Patient may affure himfelf, that, if thefe 
Rules and Cautions, and fbme others, that 
4o not properly come within the narrow 
Compafs I have here fet myfelf, are but 
rightly purfued, they will not only migh- 
tily contribute to preferve him in Health, 
but alfo be extremely efficacious to reflate 
this invaluable Bleffing, whenever overpow- 
ered by the Force of a Difeafe : And, in all 
thefe Cafes, the Patient will find little Oc*- 
cafion for taking of Medicines, provided 
he is obferving of thefe Rules, and careful, 
every Ds^y, to adjufl his Air, Diet, and E«r 
ercife. 

Now, tho* I will not pretend, like our 
modem Quacks, to cry up this Medicine
